The Short Work Day 


Many things which are fine in theory, and in support of which seemingly 
{incontrovertible arguments can be advanced, do not come up +o expectations | 
nor proye a success when the acid test of actual experience is applied. All 
right in theory, they are failures in practice. 

Since the war, and in the togsy-turvy period which has been one of the 
aftermaths of the great struggle, quite a number of ideas over which people 
theorized have been given a trial. Russia has gone the limit in socialistic 
experiments, confiscating property, placing a ban on capital, and generally at-| 
tempting to run the country on plans never before attempted, but which lad | 
for years been Jauded and advocated by certain theorists. } 


The world knows | 
the result—Russia ruined, an outlaw among the nations, her people starving | 
by the hundreds of thousands, her lands untilled to a great extent, and her | 
great industries idle and useless. | 

In other countries, including Great Britain, United States, Canada and | 
Germany, the experiment of greatly reducing the daily number of hours of 
work is being tried out with, as yet, no appreciable results of a beneficial | 
character resulting to the workers, while the effect on industry and commerce | 
generally, and on the living costs of all people has been disastrous. | 

Germany probably reveals the best example of the results of this expert- 
ment. Under the old autocratic form of monarchial Government, the workers | 
of Germany had to work long hours. Following the revolution and the abdi- | 
cation of the Kaiser, a Workers’ Government came into power. Hours of 
labor were greatly reduced, the old nine and ten-hour days being replaced by | 
an enforced eight-hour day for all occupations, and to seven and six hours for 
certain arduous occupations. The experiment has not been a success, and, | 
although Germany still has a Workers’ Government, it is now proposed to 
add one or two hours to the workday. ‘This policy is not one being forced 
on the workers; it is the labor leaders themselves woh see the necessity for 
the longer workday. 

The theory back of the much shortened workday is that the free time 
thus provided for the worker is to go into the family life, recreation, study— 
in short, to enable the workman and his family to cultivate qualities valuable 
to the family, society and the coming generation, to improve health and gen- 
erally enable the worker to devote more attention to his home and self-im- 
provement. Germany, however, is learning by experience that shortening of 
the workday below a certain figure develops into a problem of disjfosition of 
the free time. 

It is pointed out by a writer in The Saturday Evening Post that when a) 
twelve-hour workday {s shortened to ten hours the disposition of the two, 
hours does not constitute a problem, but when this free time is extended | 
from two hours to four or even six hours a day a civic and economic problem 
arises, It has been found that this free time is devoted to a marked extent 
to one form or another of waste. The waste, it is pointed out, is often 
economic, in that the free time is devoted to trivialities that reduce the family 
income for necessities. In a word, the fact is that the free time has, with; 
many, not been devoted to social, cultural, or economic ends, nor even to 
recreation, but has been worse than wasted, resulting not in an improvement | 
of the condition and health of the worker, but in all round loss to him and his 
family. | 

German labor leaders are awakening to the fact that their old theory that | 
with a shorter workday, the output per hour would be increased is not work- 
ing out in actual practice; that the physical condition and morale of the 
worker has not improved; and that the only way to increase production and! 
thereby enable Germany to pay her debts and rehabilitate her industries, 1s 
to increase the workday. They realize that the present salvation and future 
hope of Germany depend upon increased production, and that this can only 
be achieved by longer hour® of labor. - 

Germany does not stand alone in the need for increased production, ‘The 
whole world suffers from the same need, and particularly industrially devel- 
oped nations like Great Britain, the United States and Canada. If the shorter 
workday had resulted in the physical and intellectual improvement of the 
worker and his family, then the gain would have offset the loss in produc- 
tion, but when there is no gain in that direction, but onlyJoss to add to loss, 
it is becoming increasingly evident that the extreme short workda¥is a mis- 
take economically, both for the nation and the individual

Germany’s New Hate Hymns 


Justified in Her 
Another War 
"The parallelism between recent ar- 
ticles in ‘the Berlin Deutsche Tages- 
zeitung and the magazine published 
in America by George Sylvester Vier-

Artist in 1514 

“America” first appeared on the 

map of the world drawn by no less an 

artist than Leonardo da Vinci, and

Major, the expert on the science of | 


map drawing, explains the circum: 
stances as follows: 

“The firsl map known to exist wiih 
the new world delineated upon fi is 
that drawn by Juan de la Cosa, the 
pilot of Columbus on his second voy- 
This map is dated 1500. 
de la Cosa was with Ojeda and Ves- 
puc@i, and afterward with Ojeda on 
his last and ill-fated expedition. 

“In May, 1507, just the year after 
the death of Columbus, a man named 
Martin Waldseemuller wrote a book 
to which was appended a Latin ac 
count of the four voyages of Vespucci. 
In this book, published at St. Die in 
Lorraine, Waldseemuller proposed 
that the name ‘America’ should be giv- 
en to the new world, in honor of ¥es- 
pucci, whom he erroneously supposed 
was the discoverer of the continent. 

“In 1508 the first engraved map con- 
taining the new world appeared In an 
edition of Ptolemy, printed at Rome; 
but this does not bear the name ‘Am- 
erica,’ But in 1509 this name ap- 
pears as if it were already accepted 
as a well-known denomination in an 
anonymous work, entitled ‘Globus 
Mundi,’ published at Strasburg. 

“The map of the world of Leonardo 


has the name ‘America’ across the 
South American continent as well as 
the North—thus a Dutch author and 
an Italian artist contrived, possibly 
without malice, to rob Columbus of at 
least some of the fruits of his courage 
and perseverance,”—Detroit News.

French Deserter Was Foolhardy Suffered So Her 


Arrested on Swise Frontier After 
Defying Police for Years 

A wealthy Frenchman, F. Bertrand, 
described as a deserter, has been ar- 
rested at Geneva at a moment when 
he had practically one foot on either 
side of the Swiss and French frontier 
line, in a cafe that straddles the bor- 
der, ‘The cafe is In the village of 
Saint Julien on the international 
boundary. Part of the building is in 
Switzerland and part in France. 

Early in the war Bertrand set'led 
in Geneva where, his accusers ayer, 
he made a large fortune trading 
With Germany. He bought a villa 
and several automobiles, and led a 
life of pleasure. He said he was 
more French than German, and took 
pleasure in speaking against France, 


particularly in the cafe at Saint} 
Julien where, safe on Swiss terri- 
tory in one of the drinking rooms, 


he could be overheard and even seen 
by the French police in the rooms 
on the French side. 

There the French listened to his 
annoying talk but, unable to catch 
him on the French side, they could 


not arrest him. Béftrand boasted 
that—-when there was no _ police 
about—he would enter France and 


return without a passport. 

Bertrand, after dining well, crossed 
the border by going from the oo 
on the Swiss side to greet some 
friends. At the instant he passed 
the line into Franée he was pounced 
upon by two French gendarmes. He 
put up a fight, but was quickly sub- 
dued, handcuffed and carried away.

The clothing material ordered for 
the British army during the war was 
not far short of a thousand million 
yards, according to some figures that 
have now been published. It would 
be equal to about half a million miles, 
enough to go twenty times round the 
world, 

Of this great total nearly 186 mil- 


forms and other clothing suitable for 
eastern climates were bought, while 
64 million yards of flannelette and 36 
million yards of tent duck cotton were 
other items. 

The army’s greatcoats were respon: 
sible for $9 million yards of cloth and 
nearly 81 million yards of serge were 
required for jackets, trousers, puttecs 
and so on; while more than 50 miliion 
yards of tartan were used for clothing 
our Scotti8h soldiers, 

The heading miscellaneous cloth 
covers an item of 104 million yards; 
while for use in hospitals and for un- 
derclothing more than 276 million 
yards of flannel were required,

Activity in Building 


Recent Returns Indicate Heavy In- 
crease Over Last Year 

Building operations in Canada are 
showing large expansion this year, ac- 
cording to the reports received from 
fifty-six cities by the Federal Labor 
Department. ~The returns for the 
month of May just published, indicate 
an increase of 26.2 per cent. over 
April and 32.6 per cent. over May of 
last year, The value of building au- 
thorized in these fifty-six cities during 
May was $17,565,326, compared with 
$14,082,170 for April and $18,402,165 
for May, 1921, The volume of build- 
ing contemplated in all provinces ex- 
cept New Brunswick, Manitoba and 
British Columbia showed considerable 
gains during May. Quebec province 
reported an increase of 61.3 per cent., 
from $2,619,710 for April to $3,963,593 
for May; while Saskatchewan topped 
the list in percentage gains by regis- 
tering an increase of 316 per cent., 


| from $808,955 for April to $1,281,431 


for May. Of the larger centres, Mon- 
treal and Toronto registered increases 
in the value of permits issued as com- 
pared with both April, 1922, and May, 
1921, Winnipeg and Vancouver showed 
declines from April, but gains over 
May of last year. Brandon, Moose 
Jaw, Regina, Saskatoon, Calgary and 
Edmonton reported considerable ex- 
pansion over April and over May of 
last year.

The proposal that Britain's army 
shall be reduced to a strength of 
ninety thousand of all ranks which is

The Sunday Express 
had a long and somewhat bitter art!- 
cle denouncing Lord Esher as an 
amiable but industrious nulsarte and 
it demands that he show his authority 
for juggling with the military strength 
of Britain.

Buried Culture of the Past 


Discover a Shrine Antedating the Cliff 
Dwellings 

Discovery of a shrine and other unt- 
que ceremonial objects used in the 
mysterious rites of a people believed 
to be older than the ancient clift- 
dwellers has been made by Dr. J. Wal- 
ter-Fewkes, chief of the bureau of 
American ethnology, in excavations 
near Far View House in the Mesa 
Verde National Park, Colorado, ac- 
cording to information received by the 
Smithsonian Institute at-Washington. 

These finds are the result of the 
fleld work just begun and are expect- 
ed to be followed by others which 
may throw more light and add much 
to the knowledge of the culture which 
is buried in the past. 

The most striking result of the dig- 
ging is a shrine on a raised dais on 
the floor of a large ceremonial cham- 
ber. On the shrine idols, fetishes, 
prayer sticks, platter with corn, to- 
bacco, etc., were found as well as 
twelve well preserved clay pipes un- 
like anything ever before found in 
these ruins.. Two vases. one repre- 
senting a duck, are also among the 
exceptional archaeological collections 
made. In a room barely five feet 
long beautifully decorated pottery 
radically different in ornamentation 
from that of the cliff dwellers way 
found and the indications are that this 
ruin belongs to an epoch older than 
that of the cliff dwellers,

These 11,579 hens represent only a 


very small proportion of the total 
number of hens in Canada but they 
are the best birds chosen from the

Canada has some 34,340,474 head of 
poultry and from these our production 
is 206,000,000 eggs. 
The majority of these birds are just 
“bred,” and by this we mean the 
mere setting of so many eggs each

Ago in Philadelphia 

The first observation of the transit 
of Venus by American astronomers 
was made 1538 years ago from a tem- 
porary obsérvatory fitted up In the 
State, House yard in Philadelphia. 
This successful observation, which 
practically marked the beginning of 
scientific astronomy in the New 
World, was in charge of the American 
Philosophical Society, an organization 
founded by Benjamin Franklin in 
1743, and the parent body of the hun- 
dreds of scientific associations in the 
United States and Canada. 

The transit of Venus over the sun's 
disk was first observed by Horrocks 
in England in 1639. In recent years 


American astronomers have engaged 
in elaborate observations, notably of 
the transit of Venus in 1882, when the 
American photographic methods were 
used with great success,

The Beneficial Effects of Bathing and 
Sunlight 

“Baths of water are good, baths of 
alr are better, baths of light are best,” 
goes a French saying, but the fact is 
that the best of all bathing is outdoor 
swimming, where all three health-giv- 
ing factors—water, air and light—are 
combined. Added to these, of course, 
is exercise, the pleasant, health-giving 
exercise of swimming. 

Dr. C. W. Saleeby, one of the most 
famous of British physicians, says: 
“There is clear proof that, whether 
for the well or the ill, no indoor hath- 
ing establishments, however elabor-; 
ate, nor any artificial light baths, how- 
ever expensive, have the same value 
for the human body as its natural en- 
vironment out of doors.” 

There are at least two “diseases of 
darkness"—tuberculosis and rickets, 
Occasional exposure of the body to 
sunlight and fresh air is the best pre- 
ventive of tuberculosis; in fact, the 
experience of the Qu’Appelle Sanator- 
jum demonstrates beyond doubt that 
sun baths actually cure stubborn 
cases of the disease, already advanced 
toa virulent stage. 

Outdoor bathing, especially for chil- 
dren and young people, during the 
summer months, is encouraged to the 
fullest possible extent, not only for 
the purpose of giving the youngsters | 
a good time, but as an effective pre- 
ventive of the great white plague. | 
Taking into consideration the econ- 
omic loss caused by such a disease as} 
tuberculosis, the investment in out- 
door swimming pools 18 justified ‘en 
times over. |

The heroic jJock-keeper of Ypres, 
who as a mere private in the Belgian 
army established under heavy enemy 
fire a water barrage between Nieuport 
and Dixmude, thereby preventing the 
Germans reaching the road to Calais, | 
at the end of November, 1914, hits just | 
died at Furnes, aged 33,

|Fells How To Produce 


A. Reasonable Crop 
From Stubble Land 


One of the biggest problems_con-{{he amount of work possible in the 


fronting the grain growing farmers in 
the dry-farming sections of the prairie 
provinces Is how to handle stubble 
land so that it will produce a reason- 
able crop in the succeeding year. Fall 
ploughing has fallen into disrepute in 
many districts and the farmers will 
not plough land in the fall unless the 
soil is quite moist. It has been 
found impossible to spring plough all 
stubble land, consequently “stubbling- 
in” has been extensively practised. 
There has been a remarkable spread: 
ing of weeds and to such an extent 
that farmers are now seriously con- 
sidering methods of fall treatment so. 
as to do away, to some extent, with 
“stubbling-in,” 

In fall treatment of stubble land the | 
farmer has two options, he may either 
plough the land or he may surface 
work it with the disc or cultivator. 
Fall ploughing has several advantages 
over fall cultivating; the stubble is 
buried, the weed plants destroyed, 
and in addition the seed bed can be 
made ready for the crop the following 
year. On the other hand the cost of 
cultivating 1s usually less and if there 
are numerous weed seeds in the sur- 
face soil timely and proper cultivating | 
may mean that many of the weed 
seeds will germinate and be destroy- 
ed by the fall frosts, whereas if they | 
are buried to a depth of several in 
ches they may not grow until plough- 
ed up again some succeeding season. 

Where weeds are not a factor it 
will often be found advisable to leave | 
the surface cultivation of stubble land 
until spring, providing the soll works 
up readily when moist and the farmer 
has sufficient time and force to handle | 
the work in the spring. The expert: | 
ments on the chocolate clay soil at! 
Scott go to show that where the stub- 
ble is destroyed in the fall either by 
burning, discing, or ploughing, the 
crop ylelds are decreased the follow- 
ing year as compared with where the 


treatment is given in the spring, but, 
as has been previously pointed out, 


spring is limited. 

Some rather remarkable results 
have been secured on the Scott Ex- 
perimental Station from discing or 
burning stubble in the fall immedi- 
ately before ploughing. These enx- 
periments have been under way for 
several years and with scarcely an ex- 
ception greatly increased yields have 
been obtained every year from this ad- 
ditional treatment. For instance, 
ylelds of wheat and barley on fall 
ploughed land have been increased on 
an average about three bushels per 
acre and oats six bushels by discing 
the stubble ~ immediately before 
ploughing. Burning the stubble be- 
fore ploughing in the autumn has re- 
sulted in increased yields of three 
bushels of wheat, seven bushels of 
barley and ten bushels of oats over 
where the stubble was turned down in 
the ordinary way. ‘The land on 
which this experiment was carried 
out is a chocolate clay soil and com- 
Paratively free from weeds, conse- 
quently the increase in yield can only 
be attributed to a firmer seed bed that 
did not dry out too rapidly. 

It is generaly recognized that the 
earlier that ploughing 1s done the 
more likelihood of securing a good 
crop the following year. In the more 
humid sections the practice has been 
to plough as deeply as possible. This 
has been followed by a number of far- 
mers in the drier districts but they 
have fpund that when they turned 
over the dry soil to a good depth in 
the fall the soil did not pack down 
well and as a result poor yields were 
obtained. The general practice on 
the flelds on the station during recent 
years has been to plough as shallow as 
possible in the fall just barely sufMi- 
cient to bury the stubble so that it 
did not give trouble. The land is 
then worked down as rapidly as poss- 
ible into seed bed condition immedi- 
ately after ploughing.—M. J. Tinline, 
Superintendent, Dominion Experimen- 
tal Station, Scott, Sask.

Timing Light 


Arranging Experiments to Determine 
the Exact Rate at Which Light 
Travels 
Experiments to determine the velo- 
city of light to a degree of accuracy 
greater than has ever been attempted 
are being conducted at the Mount Wil- 
son observatory where Dr. Albert A. 
Michelson, head of the department of 
physics, University of Chicago, has 
taken charge of the experiments in 
the transmission of Nght.

Biggest Air Liner 


Expected to Fly Across Atlantic in 
One Day 

A great flying boat, the largest air 
liner in the world, is under construe: 
fion at the Supermarine Aviation 
Works, Southampton, says the Daily 
Chronicle. It will be able to fly from 
an English port to New York in 
twenty-four hours, the paper says, and 
may carry thirty or forty passengers 
in addition to the crew. 

The greatest secrecy is being ob- 
sewed in its construction and only 
three or four people are acquainted 
With the details. Workmen employ: 
ed in the manufacture of the vari- 
ous parts are sworn to secrecy, 

Special attention has been given 
to the hull, which involves certain 
new principles and in appearance is 
like that of a large ship. The craft 
will be fitted with two engiens, each 
of 650 horsepower.

Measuring Electricity 


Metitod Is Same As Used In Measur- 
ing Water 

The language of the electrician is 
Greek to most people. While he talks 
glibly of volts and amperes and watts, 
-they know only that they have to pay 
an electric light bill for so many units, 
and let it go at that! 

Though electricity is not a fluid, 
most of its terms can-be compared 
with water flowing through a pipe. 
Turn a stream of water onto the pad- 
dles of a water-wheel, the work that 
the wheel will do depends upon two 
things—the, amount of water deliver- 
ed every second and the pressure of 
the stream. The first is measured in 
gallons and the second in pounds. 

In the case of electricity, however, 
the rate at which it flows is measured 
in amperes and its pressure in yolts, 
The work which it will do is found by 
multiplying amperes and volts togeth- 
er, which gives the answer in watts, 
or units of energy. 

The unit is 1000 watts, often called 
a kilowatt, which is the electri pal 
equivalent of one horsepower. 

You will find the number of watis 
they require engraved on most elec- 
tric lamps, and from this you can dis- 
cover what they will cost to use. <A 
25-watt lamp will usé one unit of 1000 
watts in forty hours’ burning. 

The ohm is another electrical in- 
strument which can be understood by 
a comparison with water. Water 
flows easily through a large pipe, but 
if the pipe is narrow, only a small 
quantity can force its way through. 
What the pipe is to water, the wire 
is to electricity, The smaller the 
wire, the more difficult electricity will 
find it to pass, because the fine wire 
resists its flow. Wires are measur: 
ed by their resistance in ohms.
